12. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner' s statement of reasons for 

allowance : 
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13. Independent Claimsl and 17 are allowable because none of 
the prior art of record disclose an electric gas lighter for a 
gas range powered by a live line, a neutral line and a ground 
line comprising a hand-operated switch connecting an enabling 
terminal of a lighting circuit to the ground terminal in 
combination with the other claim limitations, 

14. Independent Claim 8 is allowable because none of the prior 
art of record disclose an electric gas lighter for a gas range 
powered by a live line, a neutral line and a ground line 
comprising a hand-operated switch wherein a single insulated 
wire is connecting an enabling terminal of a lighting circuit to 
the ground terminal in combination with the other claim 
limitations . 

15. Independent Claim 4 is allowable because none of the prior 
art of record disclose an electric gas lighter for a gas range 
powered by a live line, a neutral line and a ground line 
comprising a hand-operated switch connecting an enabling 
terminal of an electronically controlled switch (transistor) to 
a reference potential line (the ground line) in combination with 
the other claim limitations. 

16. Claims 2, 3, 5-7, 9-16 and 18 are dependent on allowable 
claims and therefore allowable.
